to move store, 


The Country Star market and 
restaurant in Boyne City will be 
moved from their present North Lake 
Street location to one of two spots on 
South M-75. 

The company’s board of directors 
has committed itself to starting 
construction on August 1, 1983, 
Willard Gahn told city planning 
commissioners Monday, August 16. 


Two sites are under consideration, he 
said. The company favors one inside 
the city limits — between Top O’ 

_ Michigan electric company and St. 
Matthews Catholic Church — because 
it has city water lines. 


‘Phe other site, he said, is outside the 
city limits in Wilson Township and 
the company would have to drill a 
water well. 


A rezoning would be necessary, 
planning commissioners decided, in 
order for the market and restaurant to 
be built on the 10-acre site inside the 
city limits. - 

Several commissioners suggested 
they didn’t foresee any problem, and - 
Gahn said he had spoken with a 
couple city commissioners who also 
indicated such a rezoning would meet 
with their approval. 


The planning commission will hold a 
public hearing on a rezoning — from - 
industrial use to general commercial- 
* industrial — at its September 20 - 
» meeting. The meeting will be held at 5 
| p.m. in the city hall auditorium.

The planners make recom- 
mendations on rezoning requests to 
the city commission, which has the 


final say. 

General commercial-industrial is 
considered a ‘‘higher’’ — or more 
attractive to neighbors — use for 


property than industrial. In this 
context, residential is the ‘‘highest”’ 
use, followed by commercial, then 
industrial. 

Gahn said the move is necessitated 
by lack of space for expansion. 


There is no space at the North Lake 
Street site for expansion of the - 
parking lot, of the bakery operation m 
the store or other sections of the store 
that need to be enlarged, he said. 
Gahn said the produce department “is 
one of the smallest in the state.”’ 


“We're going to move, regardless’ 
of whether it’s to the city site or the 
township one, he said. “If we don't, 
someone else will.’ 


He said, however, he did not want 
that to sound like a threat to force a 
positive vote on a rezoning. With the 
unspecified 14-acre Wilson Township 
site also available, he said, and the: 
need for expansion already deter- 
mined, the company was committed 
to moving the operation somewhere. 

The main attraction of the city site, 
he said, was the availability of water. 

Gahn said the new store would be 
similar to the Gaylord Country Star, - 
with a separate restaurant building 
and the store sitting back on the lot.

City?

Even though the railroad easement 
is on a city right-of-way, could the - 
owners of the cars in the future claim 
that land as theirs? 

These are questions the Boyne City 
planning commission may have to 
grapple with. 

The owners of the restaurant have 
reportedly purchased three cars from 
the defunct Boyne Valley Railroad. 
The cars sit next to the restaurant, - 
where train cars have sat for years. 

The building was once the railroad’s 
depot.

Why close our landfili? That was the 
question the Boyne City .city commis- 
sioners wrestled: with as they heard - 
county planner Larry Sullivan’s report 


on the county-wide landfill proposal 
Tuesday, ‘August 17. 


If you. put a can of left-over paint 
thinner into your trash collection, that’s 
waste. But, by definition, if a business 
puts “in five. pounds: of. it, that's: 
hazardous waste, Sullivan said, indicat- 
ing the day-to-day dangers this and — 
other landfills face. 

Sullivan said the 13-member solid 


waste planning committee that has ; 


worked for.two years on. the proposal 
will be ready for a county wide hearing 
on September 30 at. the Charlevoix 


‘County courthouse. 


The plan calls for the ficaing: of the 
East Jordan and Boyne City landfills, 


and conversion of the service to transfer 
stations in order to protect county 
groundwater from possible contamina- 
tion. 

East Jordan has made the switch, but 
Boyne City is reluctant to give up using 


its large site in exchange for a transfer 


station located on M-75 or: in its 
industrial park. 

’ That would be a mess right in the 
public view, commissioners protested. 

Sullivan reported the transfer station 
in Petoskey is scarcely identifiable. 

“It looks like a building with a 
driveway going through it,”” he said. 

The committee’s main’ reasons for’ 
wanting to relocate the service, Sullivan: 
said, were to make it.more convenient.

Power co-op 
members 
OK merger 


About 350 members of Top 
Q’Michigan Rural Electric Cooperative | 
turned out Monday, Aug. 16 at their 
45th annual meeting to vote on whether 
their company should accept a merger 
of Northern Michigan, its power sup- 
plier, with Wolverine. 

The vote was purely advisory and the 
tally was 882 yes; 293, no. 

The merger of the two electric 
cooperatives would also unite seven 
adjacent power distributors. Top 
O’ Michigan is one of three distributors 
served by Northern, The other four are 
served by Wolverine. 

Officials of both Top O’Michigan and 
Northern Michigan addressed the mem- 
bers to explain the purposes of the 
merger. 

High on the list was economy, The 
two companies hope to save by per- 
sonnel reduction and in the labyrinths of 
paper work and financing. 

Another saving would be on the 
spread of peak loads available by having 
such a varied area involved. 

In the questions before the vote, the 
chief objection raised by members was 
that the changing economy made it 


- impossible for the companies to say how 


much savings would be realized. 

The official statement is that mem- 
ber rates will not go down, but that they 
will be kept the same for at least two 
years. 

The six other distributors involved in 
the proposed merger will also be voting 
in the next few weeks. 

Other questions from the floor were 
prompted by the election of three board 
members. 

The three members presently pho 
ing on the board were re-electeus | 
Arthur Biehl of Mancelona (801), 
Howard M. Carson of Boyne City (826), 
and Edwin A. Estelle of Elmira (765). 

Tom Stewart of Harbor Springs was 
defeated with a vote of 613. 

Dominating the questions to the 
candidates was concern over Northern’s 
involvement in the Fermi I nuclear 
power plant, which, added to Wol- 
verine’s 8.78 percent, brings the merg- 
ed contribution to 20 percent. The rest 
is held by Detroit Edison. 

Candidate Tom Stewart had made a 
declaration against nuclear power in 
general and Fermi II in particular. 

Fermi II is 90 percent complete, and 
according to a floor interview with board 
member Martha Drake, the nuclear 
plant has already cost 10 times more 
than its original funding called for. 


E}) Schools OK 
lower tax rate 


Final approval of East Jordan’s 
schoo] millage was given by the school 
board on Tuesday, Aug. 10. 

Operating millage is 31.3 and debt 
rétirement is 2.75, one-half mill_less 
than last year’s. 

The millage rate was set after the 
board held a Truth In Taxation hearing 
in accordance with a recent state law. 
This gave residents a chance to speak 
about the proposed tax rate. 

Secretary Ed Drenth reported the 
half-mill voted this spring to finance 
this coming year’s roofs repair may be 
helped by a little from the general fund 
in order to get most of the job done in 
one year. :

‘Been in the wild 


The boys sat along the edge 
of the dock, ‘‘not a move out 
of them,”’ Viola Rodgers said. 

What was so absorbing was 
the advice on fishing mixed 
with fishing stories from an 
athletic-looking man with a 
shock of snow white hair. 

The story teller is Ralph 
Rodgers. 

He and his wife live out 
along the lake in East Jordan 
in a chalet-style house he 
built-a few years ago. 

The Rodgers are from Lin- 
den. Back in 1970 they started 
coming up, adding to Ralph 
Rodgers’ early years in the 
area, 

Those were the days when 
young Rodgers had to hunt to 
help feed his brothers and 
sisters during the Depression. 

Each time his father would 
give Ralph two shells, Viola 
Rodgers said. No more. He 
had to bring back a rabbit or 
something for dinner. He 
couldn't miss. 

Rodgers stil] hunts. One of 
his favorite stories concerns 
one of those hard-to-catch- 
sight-of bobcats. 

It was in the Upper Penin- 
sula when Rodgers said he 
was Standing on top of a high 
stump—maybe seven feet up 
and about eight inches in 
diameter—when he heard a 
jack rabbit. Something had 
caught it. 

Rodgers waited 20 minutes, 
thought he heard a deer, and 
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Viola and Ralph Rodgers talk about the outdoors and thelr experiences in it. The Rodgers 
moved to the north country to be closer to nature.

suddenly there was a bobcat 
crouched and hissing at him. 

“You make the first 
move,‘’ Rodgers thought as 
he stared back at the cat. 

He shot it as it turned to go. 

He wanted the beautiful 
pelt. The animal was very big, 
Rodgers said. Weighed at 
least 30 pounds. 

But he’s brought back live 
pets, too. 

Back in the Depression 
days he worked for a sawmill 
(before chain saws, that was). 
Sometimes a felled tree would 
have a raccoon den in it, The 
baby coons would go home 
with him or another lumber- 
jack. 

“They follow you ail over,"’ 
Rodgers said They were good 
at getting their little ‘‘hands’” 
into his pockets. . 

And they would just stay 
with you all summer by their 
own choice, he said. **But in 
the fall they'd turn ugly, and 
run off.’’ 

He had a red squirrel for a 
pet, too. 

“He'd run around the 
lampshade so fast.’’ Rodgers 
said, ‘‘he’d be just a blur." 

The squirrel would run up 
to your shoulder and tuck nuts 
into your collar, he said. 

Of course, like all squirrels 
he'd hide nuts out in the yard, 
too. 

“You'd think you’d know 
just where they put them,” 
Rodgers said. You'd watch 


most of my life’ 


them, then go out afterwards, 
but you could never find the 
nuts. 

“The squirrels pull the 
yrass over where they've 
dug.’ he said. dhey bury 
them as deep as the nut is 
thick, he explained. Just as 
Nature requires, in order tor a 
nut to sprout—if the squirrel 
tails to reclaim it. 

“If 1 were rich” Viola 
Rodgers said, ‘'1] would bring 
city kids up here to learn what 
tis to see wild lite with their 
own eyes—see wild creatures 
walking around.” 

Rodgers” reminisced about 
a doe with two fawns, just 
babies. though it was fall, he 
said. The mother stood within 
the edge of the woods but the 
babies just pranced around 
out in the open, not 40 feet 
away from where he stood. 

He and his wife see deer 
swim across the lake from the 
west side of South Arm. 

In winter they have seen a 
fox and also a porcupine make 
the crossing on the snow. 

And they watch the birds. 
“Watch their patterns of 
life,’ Viola said. Watch the 
mother flicker go down on the 
ground and stir up a nest of 
ants with her long beak for a 
baby flicker’s education—and 
dinner. 

There’s more. Always more 
for someone who can say, like 


‘ Rodgers, ‘‘I've been in the 


wild most of my life."’

Safety rules for canoeists 


Northwestern Michigan is 
rich with navigable streams 
and rivers affording canoeists 
splendid scenery and exhilira- 
ting exercise. 

To ensure that your canoe 
trip is both enjoyable and 
safe, the Michigan State 
Medical Society suggests you 
follow some basic safety 
guides. 

Many canoeing accidents 
are caused by unfamiliar 
water. 

Canoeists who do not take 
the time to familiarize them- 
selves with the speed of the 
current and the various haz- 
ardous obstacles—such as 
dams and downed trees— 
which may confront them, are 
courting danger. 

Chart your course before- 
hand to learn where obstruc- 
tions are located. 

Paddlers should be aware 
of the water temperature and 
the effects cold water has on 
the body. Water below 60 
degrees is perilously cold and 
40 degree water so numbs you 
that within moments you are 
unable to help yourself. 

A common sense rule to 
follow is to add the water and 
air temperatures together. If 
their sum is less than 100 
degrees, wear a wet suit. 

Capsizing or falling over- 
board are real dangers. Keep 
that in mind as a possibility 
and dress accordingly. In cold 
water, no matter how clear- 
headed you think you'll be, 
your energy will be sapped in 
moments, Life jackets should 
always be worn to keep your 
body above water in any 
circumstances, 

Additional precautions in- 
clude wearing protective hel- 
mets and, for those depen- 
dent on eyeglasses, safety 
straps. 

Though canoes may be 
outfitted with seats, always 
kneel in rough water. This 
concentrates the bulk of your 
weight in the bottom of the 


canoe. 
Important too is the even 


distribution of the canoe toad 
—paddlers and equipment. 

Other safety features to 
keep in mind: 

-Always travel in groups of 
at least three canoes. Keep 
the boat behind you in sight. 

-Avoid snags (downed 
trees, low branches, broken 


-Be-certain everyone in the 
canoe can swim fully clothes. 

-If capsized stay with the 
canoe, at the upstream end. 

-Never attempt to stand up 
in fast water unless it is too 
shallow for swimming.

The Charlevoix Flying 
Club’s Air Show, put on 
jointly with the Soaring Club, 
had Sunday afternoon a-buzz 
with events, 

In the morning before the 
wind was up, the RE/MAX 
hot-air balloon floated about 
overhead. 

Brian Amato, who owns the 
balloon with Art Seaborne of 
Petoskey, said the balloon, 
made of over 1000 yards of 
nylon, was about seven stor- 
ies tall when inflated. 

‘“‘The burner is supported 
above my head. It shoots a 
flame eight to 10 feet long up 
into the envelope—most peo- 
ple call it a balloon.’ 

Amato is a certified com- 
mercial balloon pilot, which 
means he can give rides for 
hire, instruct others, or sell 
balloons. 

How does he get the thing 
to come down? 

‘You either reduce the 
heat or open a parachute top 
to allow the heat to escape.”’ 

Escape is the name of the 
game. ‘Something balloon- 
ing brings out the kid in 
people,” says Amato, smil- 
ing. 

Sunday afternoon crowds 
collected as Skip Heinbecker 
of Charlevoix flew his wasp- 
like Ulterlight around the air- 
port, swooping low at 40 
m.p.h. and showing the res- 
ponsiveness of the long-wing- 
ed chair he rode through the 


. Air Show — whoops and whooshes 


Heinbecker ales flies a 
Motorglider, built in Ger- 
many, which has a motor to 
lift it off, but which then can 
float silently on the wind or 
thermals. ‘‘No limit to how far 
it can go,’’ he said. 

Two stunt flyers in little 
biplanes threw their crafts 
into dizzy rolls, loops, and. 
swoops, 

Vincent Chew, president of 
the flying club, introduced 
Lieutenant Gary Hiatt and his 
crew from the Traverse City 
Coast Guard Station. They 
flew their helicopter through 
mock-rescue . exercises, the 
rotor-blades whipping up a 
staggering blast of air across 
the grass. 

Focus of the event, which 
drew flyers from a number of 
states around the midwest, 
was the dedication of the 
1000-foot extension of the 
runway. 

Mayor Ken Staley noted 
that funding arrangements 
had begun in May 1981. The 
airport, originally out on Ells- 
worth Road, had been moved 
closer to Charlevoix during 
World War I. 

Winding up the afternoon 
were plane rides and flights of 
radio-controlled model  air- 
planes. 

A shout went up when 
spectators saw a gull sail 
down to inspect one of the 
model planes—built on ap- 
proximately the dimensions of 
the gull itself.
